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In the Interest of Sunday School 


Why do we have Sunday Schools? Th:s 
seems to be a question that many are ask- 
ing, and with some it may seem hard to 
answer, but not so if we will turn for 
a moment and begin to look into God’s 
Word. All down through the ages we ca. 
see how God has taught His people to 
lay up His Word in their hearts, and in 
their souls, lest they forget and turn tu 
serve other gods. Deut. 11:18; 4:9. We 
notice here that God commands the peo- 
ple to teach their children, and made 
them a promise that if they would do 
these things He would drive out their 
enemies before them. Deut. 11:22, 23. 

There are some who say that they be- 
lieve we ougnt to teach our children and 
that we should read the Bible, but they 
don’t seem to think it necessary to go to 
public worship, or to church as we term 
it. They say that it is just as good to 
stay at home and there read a chapter and 
try to explain it in their own way or the 
best they know how. | am afraid such 
persons have not made a careful study 
of the Bible for it is plain to see that 
God didn’t intend for us to huddle up 
in a little corner to ourselves, but rather 
that we have the fellowship of one an- 
other. | am not trying ro do away with 
home training for I believe that is one 
of the most needed things today, yet the 
same Bible that said to teach thy childrei: 
when thou sittest in thine house, said also 
to gather the people together, men, wom- 
en, children, and the stranger that is 
within thy gates, that they may hear, 
and that they may learn, and fear the 
Deut. 31:12. 

It will be well for us to take notice 
as to how they were commanded to be 
gathered together. Not every little fam- 
ily in their ov‘n house but assembled to- 
gether in one place so that they could 
hear what Ged had to say. Moses had 
been talking to God and God had told 
him to write these commandments. This 
he did and then gave them to the priest 
to read to the people. See Deut. 31:9-14. 
Of course this was back under the law, 
which was only a shadow of better things. 
Heb. 8:5-13; 10:1. I do not believe in 
living under the law as some do, for God 
has provided some better things for us. 
It seems to me that if the people under 
the law could do these things, surely we 
who are living in the grace age ough; to 
do the same, and even more. 

We find, according to the Scriptures, 
that alter Jesus had come forth from the 
tomb, leading captivity captive, He 
gave vifts unto men and He gave some, 
apostles; and some, prophets; and some,

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evangelists; and some, pastors and teach- 
ers; for the perfecting of the saints, for 
the work of the ministry, for the edify- 
ing of the body of Christ: till we all come 
in the unity of the faith, and of the 
knowledge of the Son of God, unto a per- 
fect man, unto the measure of the stature 
of the fullness of Christ. Eph. 4:7-14. I 
would like for you to notice that He 
gave us teachers as well as pastors and 
evangelists. Paul says that these gifts are 
for the perfecting of the saints, for the 
work of the ministry, for the edifying 
of the body of Christ. I would like to 
say here that since the Lord has given us 
these teachers for our good and edifica- 
tion, do you not think it is in line with 
the Bible to give them their place in the 
service of God? Yes, indeed, it is. We arc 
told to honor them for their work’s sake 
and to esteem them highly. There are 
many good men and women who have 
never felt that they were called to be 
pastors or evangelists but God is using 
them ia teaching His Word. 

The Sunday School 
doubt, one of the greatest 
building institutions in the world, if no 
the greatest. In my mind it is the great- 
est, and yet according to statistics com- 
piled by the Federal Treasury, the aver- 
age American citizen gives less than two 
per cent of his income for the upkeep of 
religious, social service and _ character- 
building institutions while thousands of 
dollars are being spent every year for the 
erection of beer gardens, dancing hal’s, 
etc, These are none other than hell hole: 
of the devil, where he is fast leading ov- 
American boys and girls into vice and 
crime and every evil work. There are 
many fathers and mothers who had 
rather see their children run with this 
crowd than for them to attend Sunday 
School where they may be led to Christ 
and become honorable young men and 
women that would make this a better 
world in which to live. Yes, it seem: 
that they had rather give their money to 
the devi! and his crowd and see their chil- 
dren go to ruin than to give any thing 
to the cause of God. There is coming a 
time when they will see their mistake but 
I fear it will be too late. 

Please notice what the Bible has to say 
about all this in Gal. 6:7. “Be not de- 
ceived; God is rot mocked, for whatso- 
ever 2 man soweth that shall he also 
reap.” It has been stated that the Bible 
is being thrust out of the American life 
and in its place crime is coming in like 2 
flood, Clarence H, Benson, in the Sun- 
day School Times, says, “The chief text- 


is, beyond all 
character- 


book of tae home today is the sensational 
newspaper; and the child’s chief educator 
the vice, violence, and vulgarity of the 
movies. Of the 78,000,000 regularly at- 
tending the movies, 13,000,000 are under 
the age of twelve.” There are 40,000,000 
American boys and girls from four to 
eighteen years of age. Half of these re- 
ceive no religious instruction whatever. 
Just think of 20,000,000 boys and girls 
being turned over to the devil to become 
drunkards, gamblers, fornicators, idola- 
tors, adulterers, or whatever he may make 
out of them. It ought to cause every 
mother and father to be moved to tears, 
and give them a greater desire than ever 
before to give their children the proper 
kind of training. 

The greatest thing that I can think of 
would be to put the whole Bible back ia 
our homes and_ in our Sunday Schools. 
We need to teach our children the good 
and right way. The Word declares, 
“Train up a child in the way he should 
go, and when he is old he will not de- 
part from it.” The responsibility rests 
upon each one of us to do our part, so 
let us not fail God when the harvest is 
so ripe, but rather let us do all we can 
to bring the Christ of the Bible to our 
children. 

According to the Lookout 
been a steady decrease in Sunday School 
attendance since 1926. In January, °1936, 
the average American Sunday School had 
an attendance of about 65 per cent of 
its average for 1926, showing a decrease 
of about 35 per cent. A Religious Survey, 
World Dominion, points a survey of the 
religious life in London, England, and 
the figures are far from encouraging. In 
twenty years the population of Greater 
London has increased from 5,500,000 to 
7,400,000, making an increase of 1,900,- 
000, while the churches have decreased 
from 4,029 to 3,800 showing a decrease 
of 229. Church attendance has decreased 
from 510,664 to 391,400 or a decrease 
of 119,264 and while churches are half 
empty the movies and saloons are all 
crowded. The religious condition of all 
the world’s largest cities is largely like 
that of London.

Drunk Drivers Make Drunk Cars 

The wet press has been denying tha: 
the return of liquor has wrought havoc 
on the highways, but statistics show 
a vast stepup in the number of drunken 
auto drivers since repeal was presented 
to the convention of the International 
Association of Police Chiefs recently by 
Dr. Theron Wendell Kilmer, police sur- 
geon of Hempstead, Long Island. 

He said the increase was 479 per cent 
in Los Angeles, 380 per cent in Cincin- 
nati, 300 per cent in Philadelphia, 122 
per cent in New Orleans, and 100 pe 
cent in Rhode Island. 


Every 45 Minutes We Murder One 

The’ following, taken from ‘‘Fortune,”’ 
shows that ‘wicked men and seducers are 
waxing worse and worse” in these last 
days (2 Tim. 3:13). “An inhabitant of 
the U. S. is murdered every 45 minutes. 
Last year the homicide rate was 10.7 per 
100,000, highest in the civilized world. 
England’s is 0.5. The nation’s crime bill 
is estimated at $13,000,000,000 a year. 
Sogie 140,000 Americans are in prison, 
some 400,000 regularly engaged in crimi- 
nal activities. 


36,000 in U. S. Mowed Down in °34 

“Many shall run to and fro,” Dan. 12: 
4. The U. S. News points out that the 
death toll of the motor car in this coun- 
try is comparable only to war. During 
the decade ending this year it is estimated 
that 290,000 men, women and children 
will have met death under the modern 
juggernaut, and 10,000,000 will have 
been injured. 

An improvement had been shown in 
this record of fatalities in 1932 but dur- 
ing the last years there has been an in- 
crease, with 30,500 deaths recorded for 
1933 and an estimate of 36,000 for this 
year, according tothe National Safety 
Council. 


Traffic Massacres of Twenty Years 

According to an article by Ernest Mc- 
Gaffey in the National Republic, 289,- 
369 persons were killed in traffic acci- 
dents in the United States during the de- 
cade from 1925 to 1934. Of these 48,- 
500 were children under fifteen years of 
age. 

A conservative estimate, based upon 
the figures of the Automobile Club of 
Southern California, is that there were 
about thirty injuries for each death. This 
would bring up the casualty list to 
8,681,070. 

“Imagine,” says Mr. McGaffey, ‘‘a pro- 
cession of these nearly 300,00 victims of 
automobile accidents—persons of all ages 
and sexes—passing a given point for in- 
spection. It would take ten days and two 
hours, marching in single file—eight 
hours a day—for the throng to go by.”

“Wine is a mocker, strong drink is 
raging (literally ‘‘a brawler”) and who- 
soever is deceived thereby is not wise,” 
Prov. 21:1, 

Here we have an enlightening article 
from “The Commonwealth” telling us 
that a new era is upon us for now any 
one can drink anywhere, any time—ho- 
tels, restaurants, tearooms, soda _ foun- 
tains, drug stores. We are told that these 
places are “the bulwark of business-like 
respectability.” Whatever goes on_ in 
them is “under the protection and pa- 
tronage of the great middle class that 
has no poses and stands no nonsense, that 
constitutes the permanent arbiter of 
morals and guardian of living propriety. 
If stimulants are drunk there, excess be- 
comes unthinkable; and it is very likelv 
that the code of moderation which will 
arise thence will make itself widely felt 
as a force wherever else alcohol is found. 
It is a happy omen for the development 
of that civilized drinking that many have 
despaired of in our country. 

Just how much moral protection we 
can expect from the great middle classes 
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we begin to discover from police reports 
of the country. 

Automobile accidents involving drunh- 
en driving have increased in California 
at such an alarming rate that chief of the 
highway patrol issued a statement on the 
subject: 

“I am particularly disappointed over 
the figures, because I had felt the repea! 
of rhe Eighteenth Amendment would not 
only put an end to intolerable conditions 
that were breeding crime but would also 
result in less drinking, particularly among 
our young people. 

“Our figures show an appalling in- 
crease. Indeed, they show a 40 per cent 
increase in fatal accidents involving 
drunken driving and a 26 per cent in- 
crease in all types of accidents in which 
drinking played a part. 

“No man who has been drinking is a 
safe driver. He may think so bur he ts 
not.” 

Are these “perilous times.” or not? (1 
Tim. 3:1.) 

The District Attorney at Los Angeles 
has stated that conditions due to the use 
cf liquor are at the present time, the 
worst known in the history of Southern 
California. 

Based on information given by Cap- 
tain Rhoda Miliken as head of the wom- 
an’s Bureau of the Metropolitan Police 
Department of Washington, D. C., “The 
Washington Post,” (Jan. 29) carried a 
statement which shows an appalling de- 
gree of drunkenness among women of all 
ages and stations. Return of the liquor 
traffic is having the effect which hon- 
est people knew in advance it would 
have. Following is the statement: 

“The number of women arrested in 
Washington for intoxication is increasing. 

“The most refined women, when sober, 
are the rowdiest when drunk. 

“In proportion to their numbers, there 
are as many members of the ‘upper crust’ 
hailed into court for drunkenness as there 
are members of the riff-raff. 

“The riff-raff chooses the 
for its sprees. 

“The ‘upper-crust’ women scatter their 
hours of inebriation throughout the week. 
They are as likely to be brought to the 
detention house on Tuesday night as on 
Saturday, 

“Drunks are our greatest problem be- 
cause we have no place to put them. 
Some of them are brought in here in 
a “windmill” condition, with arms and 
legs waving around in every direction. 
They scream and carry on and use dread- 
ful language. 

“With our present accommodations, 
these wild inebriates must be put in little 
rooms that are just off the dormitories. 
Of course, they can be heard over all the

do the singing? Dear friend, please do not 
let the devil steal your precious soul and 
the souls of your children by staying 
away from the house of God, but take 
your family to church and teach them 
to love and serve the Lord. 


I want to say here that it is God’s will 
that we all might be saved and come to 
the knowledge of the truth, and I am 
sure that would be much easier for us 
to do if we were wlling to take what the 
Bible says about it instead of what we 
may think. We are told in Heb. 10:25 not 
to forsake the assembling of ourselves to- 
gether as the manner of some is, but ex- 
horting one another, and so much the 
more as ye see the day approaching. Jude 
tells us of some who separate themselves, 
sersual, having not the Spirit. Let us 
notice for a moment how God honored 
His people when they came together in 
His name. First, in Acts 2:1, “And when 
the day of Pentecost was fully come they 
were all with one accord in one place,” 
etc. The chapter goes on and tells of the 
wonderful outpouring of the Holy Ghost 
which caused so much excitement when 
one hundred twenty were filled with the 
Holy Ghost and fire, and when this was 
noised abroad the multitude came to- 
gether exclaiming, ‘““What meaneth this?” 
also said that it was the wonderful works 
of God. Acts 2:2-12. Can you imagine 
the shouts of victory and praise that 
must have been going up to God from 
the mouths of this happy band of bap- 
tized saints? Oh the joy that must have 
filled their souls as the precious Holy 
Ghost moved upon them, filling every 
avenue of their spirit, soul, and body, also 
fanning out every trace of chaff or self- 
will, all that was earthly and displeasing 
to God, while rhe Father, Son, and angels 
were looking down from the throne, be- 
holding the scene. 


Say, friend, suppose Peter would have 
said, I don’t believe I will attend this 
meeting for it is just as good to stay at 
home and pray? Do you think he could 
have done the good by preaching that 
message at home that he did as it was? 
You will have to say, No, indeed not. 
Why there were 3,000 souls saved from 
that one message. That is just what I 
want you to see. It would be hard to get 
a message to that many people by staying 
at home. 

Now let us notice Acts 2:42, 44-47. 
“And they continued steadfastly in the 
apostles’ doctrine and fellowship, and in 
breaking of bread, and in prayers. And 
all that believed were together, and had 
all things common; and sold their pos- 
sessions and goods, and parted them to all

men, as every man had need. And they 
continued daily with one accord in the 
temple (please notice that they were in 
the temple, and not at home), breaking 
bread from house to house, and did eat 
their meat with gladness and singleness 
of heart, praising God, and having favor 
with all the people. And the Lord added 
to the church daily such as should be 
saved.” But, some will say, that this was 
all for a special purpose and therefore was 
not intended for us. Now if those who 
hold to this idea would only read the sec- 
ond chapter of Acts with 
heart, they would see things in a differ- 
ent light. 

Now turn to Acts 3:1-8 and read 
where Peter and John went up together 
into the temple at the hour of prayer, 
and how the man was healed there as they 
passed by the gate that was called Beau- 
tiful. Suppose they had failed to go to 
service that day? Do you think the man 
would have been healed? No, certainly 
not, neither would those who saw him 
leaping and praising God have had the 
privilege of seeing and hearing what they 
did if these good men had stayed at home. 

I am thinking that it would be a wise 
thing for those who hold the idea that 
staying at home is just as good, to lay 
it aside and step in line with God’s Word 
and walk in the light as He is in the light, 
then we will have fellowship one with 
another, and the blood of Jesus Christ 
God’s Son will cleanse from all sin. 1 
John 1:7. Dear one, you may withdraw 
yourself from Goa’s people by staying at 
home but you wili become a fruitless vine 
and come short ot many blessings that 


you would receive if you would 
only do as the Lord would have you 
do. You may not care to obli- 


gate yourself by standing with those who 
stand for the whole Bible rightly divided, 
but remember you will be weighed in 
the balances, so take heed that you arz 
not wanting. Remember that God has 
provided everything we need in the plan 
of salvation, you can either be saved or 
forever be lost. You can rear your chil- 
dren for God or let them grow up in a 
haphazard way and _ become _ skeptics.
